Street car traffic is stopped and 
electric lights are out, owing to the 
demoralization 'of the electric 
system.

Question.— Why are impor 
so much higher priced than our domes- 
tic wlneB? Please give me a plain, 
practical method of making wine, and 
also vinegar. 

Answeh. — The making of the 
priced imported wines is an art which 
is only acquired after long years of 
practice and experience. And again, 
the soil suitable for growing the par- 
ticular grapes from whioh certain wines 
are made is very limited in area, thus 
compelling a limited yield of such 
and consequently a high price. Of 
course this condition of things tempts 
to adulteration, and it is said that the 
United States alone imports 
called) champagne than is made in the 
whole of France. To make a plain, 
good, wholesome domestic wine the fol- 
lowing directions will suffice: Gather 
the grapes when fully ripe, discarding 
all that are green or defective, and the 
stems also. Then squeeze out the juice 
by any available means. There are 
many patterns of wine presses, and 
an ordinary elder press will answer very 
well for the purpose. The juice thus 
expregsed is called "must," and the 
refuse, composed of hulls, seeds, etc. , is 
called "pomace." Now to every gallon 
of "must" add a half gallon of water 
and Ilu' pounds of best white sugar, 
which gives you 1 pound of sugar to 
each gallon of the mixture. There are 
two processes of fermentation called 
"over" and "under" fermentation. In 
the first process the cask is filled and 
each day a sufficient quantity of "must" 
(kept in a jug for that purpose) should 
be poured into the barrel, to replace the 
scum and solid matter thrown off by 
the process of fermentation. 

In under- fermentation, which is con- 
Bidered the best, the cask or barrel is 
riot entirely filled, a space of 4 or 5 
inches being left at the top. Place a j 
small bag of sand over the bung and 
fermentation will proceed, with the re- 
sult that the scum and solid matter will 
settle at the bottom of the cask, leaving 
the wine clear. In either case, after 
fermentation has ceased— which is usu- 
ally in from four to six weeks— close the 
bung tightly. The following spring 
draw off the wine with a rubber tube or 
siphon, into clear bottles or demijohns, 
or into new kegs or barrels that have 
been well scalded, taking care not to 
disturb the sediment at the bottom of 
the cask. Your wine will then be ready 
for use, though it will improve with 
age. 

After the juice has been pressed from 
the grapes, a fair wine can be made by 
adding ig gallon of water to every 1J<,' 
gallons of "poznice," putting 1 pound of 
sugar to each % gallon of water used. 
Let this stand from 48 to 12 hours, then 
press ont, and treat the same as first 
pressing, except that you add no more 

In making vinegar the "must" aud 
"pomice," together, should be placed in 
.open tubs or barrels, with the addition 
of 1 pint in 3 of rain water. The fer- 
mentation will be hastened if several 
large strips of brown paper, soaked in 
molasses, should be placed in each bar- 
rel; or better still, use tubs or barrels 
that have previously held vinegar. 
When the vinegar is mado it can be 
rendered almost colorless, if preferred, 
by altering it through animal charcoal 
or bine- black. —State Agricultural De- 
partment, i 
The Striped Potato ling. 

Question. — I notice many striped 
bugs on my Irish potatoes, aud they 
are eating the leaves. Will they seri- 
ously injure the crop, aud if so, what 
shall I do to get rid of them? 

Answeh. —The bugs on your potatoes ; 
will not only injure, but will entirely 
destroy your crop, unless you can get ' 
rid of them quickly. The best remedy, 
both as regards cheapness and efficacy, 
is Paris green. London parple, another 
arsenite, is eqaally deadly so the bugs, 
but is more liable to scald and injure 
the foliage. Various amounts of Paris 
green are recommended, but for geu- : 
eral purposes 1 pound to 150 gallons of 
water is sufficient. Apply with sprayer, ; 
watering pot, or by any n 
handy. A second aud even a third ap- 
plication may be necessary to save your 
crop. From 8 to 4 pounds of the Paris 
green should answer for an acre. Stir 
3 frequently while using, as 
uot readily dissolve in 
water. Should you use London purple, 
you had best add to the water 1 pound 
of quick lime for each pound of the 
poison to prevent any injury to the fo- 
liage. Another method of applying 
these arseuites is by mixing, 1 pound 
of either, with 50 to 60 pounds of tine 
ashes, or piaster, or slaked lime, or 
flour, aud dusting over the plants while 
wet with dew, or just after a shower. 

Remember' that both Paris green and 
Loudon purple are deadly poisons, 
and should be handled as such. In 
dusting the plants be careful that the 
wind is from you, or you may suffer 
from the poison entering the eyes or 
mouth. Be careful also to keep poultry 
and stock of all kinds away from Che 
premises wiiere used. There is now on 
the market a material called "Gray 
mineral ash," which is said to bo deadly 
to all insect life, but harmless to 
or beast. This will be thoroughly tested 
this season. The cost is very 
higher than Paris green or Loudon pur- 
ple, aud where large quantities are nec- 
essary this would be a serious objection 
Where only a small quan- 
tity is to be used its safety (as is 
claimed) would make it preferable to 
the arsenites, if it is equally efficaoiouB. 
—State Agricultural Department. 



Value of Salt and Lime as Fertilizers. 

Question.— What is the value of salt 
as a fertilizer? What of lime? . 

Answer.— While salt is not essential 
to the growth of agricultural plants, 
nevertheless it is found to be service- 
able as a fertilizer in some cases. It is 
probable that the salt brings about de- 
composition of substances already in 
the soil, and by this means renders 
them available as plant food. It also 
attracts moisture. It is supposed by 
many that it destroys fungi and insects 
in the soil, rendering plants more 
healthy and vigorous. Many' believe 
that an application of 800 to 400 pounds 
to the acre will prevent rust in cotton, 
and also increase the yield and improve 
the quality. Most soils contain suffi- 
cient lime for the needs of the great ma- 
jority of cultivated crops. Lime is not 
used for a fertilizer as much as for- 
merly, many persons contending that 
there is no appreciable benefit to be de- 
rived from its use. It may, how 
be used to advantage to correct acidity 
in the soil. It tends to disintegrate 
rocks and minerals. It may destroy in - 
sects and some injurious fungi. It in- 
the power of the soil for fixing 
aud holding potash. It disintegrates 
friable, stiff soils, whilo 
time it binds together and 
puts light, sandy soils in better 
ioal condition. Som» crops, such i 
ground peas tor instance, will make a 
most a total failure in soils deficient i 
lime, and their cultivation should ni 
be undertaken in such soils, withm 
first applying to them a liberal dose < 
lime.

Value of Those in the South- 
ern Appalachians. 
SMALL COST OF OPERATING 

IS T11K STKONG POINT APPRECIATED 
BT THE ENGLISH X'UKCUASEJJS. 

[From Cincinnati Post.j 

Gainesville, Ga., June 5.— In 
closing these series of letters on 
the gold fields of the Appalachians 
I will present data and statistics 
which I have gathered from many 
sources, including Dr, Becker's 
"Reconnaisance," in the United 
States Geological Survey, and a 
report made by Prof. Yeates, 
Georgia's State Geologist. 

The gold belt extends from Vir- 
ginia to Alabama, running from 
northeast to southwest across six 
states, In the richest section it is 
100 miles long by 20 wide. Of 
this^ again, Georgia is the richest | 
poiliosj and Dahlonega its chief 
center. The streaks run m three 
principal veins, with here and 
there isolated areas, as if they had 
been thrown off by volcanic dis- 
turbances. The strata vary from 
four inches to four feet, and the 
earth about the quartz is often as 
rich as the rock. The streams 
which contain the washings from 
the mountains are rich in ore 10 to 
20 miles from the veins. From 
1779, when the magnificent nugget 
was found in Cabarrus County, N. 
C, to 1894, Dr. Becker estimates 
that $45,227,712 in gold and silver 
was obtained from the Appalach- 
ians. 

The Government Geologist rec- 
ords shows 61 different kinds of 
rocks in (his gold belt. As there 
have been volcanic and other up- 
heavals, there are many "faults" 
or surprises in the lay of the dif- 
ferent strata, so that they cannot 
be followed easily. The highest 
elevation is over 3000 feet. The 
country is fairly well timbered. 
There is plenty of water in the val- 
leys. 

No test has yet been made of 
(the depth of the veins. None of 
the excavations have gone down 
150 feet. Experts believe there 
is untold wealth 1000 or more feet 
down. Preparations are being 
made to examine the lower forma- 
tions. From one mine., which I 
visited, some $300,000 all told has 
been taken. Another yielded $200, 
000. Others have produced large 
sums, but at a cost of operation 
that left small net profits. 

Much of the gold will run $20 to 
the ton, as a good general average, 
with some of it reaching $100, and 
some of it nol" over $8, At the 
Hcifliu ntijc in Alabama, a very 
rich vein was sauck recently 
which produced over $0000 in gold 
on one Saturday. Cabarrus Coun- 
ty, N. C. , last summer produced a 
nugget worth $4800. Several 
pockets running $1000 to the ton 
have been found, but, of .course; 
these are rare finds. 1 saw a chunk 
estimated to be worth $100, about 
as big as a water bucket, which 
was found at Dahlonega lasc week. 

The abundant gold is found in 
the suiphurets, which will yield 
the average of the South-African 
field. There it nays to work them 
it but $8 per ton is extracted. 



ettc and neighboring counties, con- 
siderable gold has been found, and 
a fexsr mills are going in the old- 
fashioned way. A chlonnation 
plant has just been started at one 
point, but I have forgotten where. 
Captain Thies of Georgia, who has 
made some improvements in this 
process, guarantees to recover 90 
per cent of the gold in the sul- 
phides. 

Hitherto these rich ores were 
thrown away by the Georgia mi- 
ners as worthless. In foreign 
field- they have b ( een made to yield 
millions. 

A word, in closing, as to the 
ownership of the lands, their ac- 
cessibility, the cost of handling j 
them.; etc. This whole region f 
once belonged to the Cherokee 
Indians, and was made a reserva- 
tion. Squatters located on it when 
gold was found, and there was an 
"invasion," as the people here st«M 
call it. Presently there was much 
blood shed. Then the Cherokees 
were removed, and the territory 
was divided into 40-acre "lots," as 
they still style there. 

These were parceled -oat 'by lot- 
tery. Some drew prizes and some 
did not. Some of the -'lots" are 
now valued at $1000 an acre, the 
lowest at about $3. Much of the 
.mountain land is very rough, bat 
a great deal of the -timber has been 
cut and nearly every section can 
be reached' by a wagon and by 
pretty tall climbing. The valleys 
are farmed and they produce good 
crops. Water is abundant between 
the mountains and hills. The huge 
streams never run d.'y. 

Tks title'; .to the "lots" are good, 
bad and indifferent. A blaze on a 
tree generally marks the metes and 
bounds. Only a local lawyer can 
give you satisfaction with -reference 
tootles. 

These Englishmen are taking a 
long time about getting possession 
of the "lots." But J. B. always 
knows his rights when he has once 
got them. He is then ready to 
tight to maintain them. He is 
buying some of .these rmines out- 
right. Others he is 'leasing. Upon 
others he has taken options to pur- 
chase, lease or ooeivtc on a 10 per 
cent royalty. If he is doing any 
prospecting in the more inaccessi- 
ble mountains I did not find it out. 
He seems to know he has a good 
thing and he is going about the 
whole enterprise in the most busi- 
ness-like manner. He is back of 
the Appalachian Gold Mining Syn- 
dicate with a $25.;§00.,©$0 capitali- 
zation. 



limit in the Yukon), he won't pro- 
duce very startling net results for 
the owner, of the mine. But down 
here in Georgia I can get labor for 
75 cents a day, and the man "feeds 
and finds himself." Food is scarce- 
ly 5 cents on the dollar dearer than 
in Cincinnati, and there is only one 
month— January— when it is too, 
cold to work outdoors. 

Surely the conditions are ideal, 
and if there is not a Kaffir Circus 
in jtljUjg .section before the dawn of 
1900 it will be because adventurers 
are all dead and goldhunting has 
lost its charm.

Prof. Dunn has boon down about 
New Bridge for several days siir 
veying a two mile canal to be used 
by a Michigan Company for min 
ing purposes. 

Work is progressing finely at 
the Tahloneka.

Th» Cost of Fertilizer*. 

Question. — How much of the cotton 
crop would be used if all fertilizers 
were put up in cotton bags? Would it 
Increase the cost of fertilizers to the 
farmers if this should be done? 

Answer. — A good, strong cotton sack, 
to hold 200 pounds of fertilizer, would 
weigh about J pound. Georgia has 
bought, during the past season, nearly 
4,000,000 sacks of fertilizers. Had these 
sacks all been made of cotton, 8,000 
bales, of 600 pounds to the bale, would 
have been required. Assuming that 
Georgia uses one- fifth of the fertilizers 
made in the United States, then 40,000 
bales of cotton would be used in sack- 
ing the entire output of the country. 
Forty thousand bales of cotton, though 
but a small fraction of the crop, would 
be well worth diverting into~ a new 
channel, and I hope it can be effected. 
It is an open question whether or not 
the use of cotton bags would add to the 
cost of fertilizers. The present price of 
burlap bags is about 8}{ cents eacb. 
The abominable tariff bill, which will 
soon pass congress, will add 83 per cent 
to this, which will bring the cost of the 
burlap sacks to about 9 cents each. A 
good cotton sack will cost at present 
prices of cotton about 12 1 .\ cents, or Z% 
more than the burlap sack. Thi» is , 
Buch a small amount, that in the com- 
petition between the fertilizer manu- I 
facturers, it is doubtful whether or not j 
it would be added to the price of the 
goods, and if not, of course the farm- 
ers would not have to pay it. The 
farmers and manufacturers should both 
give this matter their careful attention, 
and try to bring about satisfactory re- 
sults to both parties. Cotton sacks were 
used during the past seaso 
the fertilizer manufacturers with entire 
satisfaction to themselves and their 
customers, and it would be well if all of 
the manufacturers would use them. 
Should their use, however, add 30 cents 
a ton to the cost of fertilizers, then we 
don't want tnem, for that would mean 
over $100,000 annually for the farmers 
of Georgia alone, for which the 
outlet of 8,000 bales of cotton would in 
no wise compensate them. The entire 
matter resolves itself into this: The 
farmers would like to buy their guano 
put up in cotton sacks, now let the 
manufacturers examine into the ques- 
tion carefully and see if it is possible to 
gratify them.— State Agricultural De- 
partment. 

Spraying; Don It Fsy t 

Qcestkw.— All things oonsidered, do j 
you think that it pays in the ordinary ! 
family garden and orchard to go to the 
trouble and expense of spraying to de- j 
stroy insect and fungus pests? Don't 
they return each year and does not the 
farmer have to repeat the operations 
each year? 

Answer.— Undoubtedly the alarming ' 
increase of the countless varieties of in- 
sect and fungus pests, with which the 
orchardist and ga-rdeuer is troubled of 
late years, is largely, indeed, almost en ■ 
tirely, due to the lack of such precau- j 
tiouary measures as spraying and other 
methods of preventing their ravages on 
our fruit trees and vegetables. If we 
had been careful in past years to watch 
for and industriously check the advance 
of this army of depredators, we would 
not now see the decay of orchards 
which ought to be in their prime, nor 
would we so often hear the complaint 
of a failure of the fruit crop. It is true 
that to be effective and profitable spray- 
ing must be thorough and continuous. 
It requires more than one S8ason to get 
the full benefit of such care, but it will 
in the long ruu pay for the labor and 
expense. The spores of fungi, which 
are so injurious to plants, usually pass 
the winter either on the trees or in the 
ground near by. Where vegetables j 
have been planted these pests usually 
go into winter quarters near where the 
plants were grown, ready to come out j 
in the spring with renewed vigor. Thus S 
it will be seen that if not cheeked they 
will in time, indeed, have already, be- j 
come a serious drawback i 
frui

perfectly dry coop, with opening* for 
the little ones to run in and out. By 
that time they will be strong enough 
to follow the mother, who should be 
turned out daily after the dew has 
disappeared. 

Feed the little ones fonr times ■ day, 
for several weeks, with well cooked 
corn bread, mixed up with either but- 
termilk or clabber, and with chopped 
onion tops liberally added to the mix- 
ture. After they are as large m half 
grown chickens a feed morning and 
night will answer, and by that time the 
food may be any of the grains and un- 
cooked. By feeding as suggested, oare- 
f ally keeping off all vermin and pro- 
tecting the little turkeys from hard 
rains, you should raise at leaet three- 
fourths of those hatched.— State Agri- 
cultural Department. 

Chicken Lloi on CattU. 

Question.— Will chioken lice lire and 
breed on oattle and horses? 

Akswbh.— Poultry lice will get on 
horses and cattle and cause them a 
good deal of annoyance, but they will 
not breed there. The little chioken 
mite, hardly visible to the naked eye, 
are very troublesome on horses or cat- 
tle, and therefore chickens should never 
be allowed to roost in the stables where 
these animals are kept— State Agri- 
cultural Department. 

Question.— What shall I use to kill i 



Answer. — Spray with Bordeaux mix- 
ture, in which has been dissolved Lou- 
don purple, in the proportion of three 
ounces of London purple to 25 gallons 
of the Bordeaux.— State Agricultural 
Department.

Answer.— If you had cut open the 
blisters of which you speak and exam- 
ined them with a microscope you 
have found them filled with bacteria. 
The disease is called "Southern Blight," 
and potatoes and watermelons as well 
as tomatoes are liable to it. The best 
remedy yet discovered is Bordeaux 
ture applied from the early stages of 
growth until the plants ara iu full 
bloom, say about three times. The 
Bordeaux mixture should be weak. 
Keep a careful watch and the minute a 
plant shows signs of the disease pull it 
up and burn it. Don't set ont pli 
on land which bore an infected crop 
last year. — State Agricultural Depart-

A Word to Practical Mining 
Men. 

The attention of mining 
during the past forty years has 
been so much absorbed by the 
discoveries of gold in the Rocky 
Mountain region that an earlier 
known and perhaps richer field has 
been practical ly overlooked. Some 
very high mining authorities haye 
recently expressed the opinion 
that the Piedmont gold belt will 
add more of the yellow metal to 
the world's supply than was ever 
produced in the Western States. 
It is astonishing how few people 
seem to know the amazing wealth 
of gold that has been discovered 
along the entire Appalachian slope 
from Virginia to Alabama. The 
question how these fields came to 
be overlooked is easily answered. 
Gold mining with crude appliances 
began in t his region early in the 
century, and the rich placer 
deposits and gossan outcrops of the 
veins were worked continuously 
until the former were exhausted 
and the ore in the veins began to 
get refractory. About thast time 
the California discoveries were an- 
nounced, and the Southern mine- 
owners, having no machinery for 
working refractory ores, abandon- 
ed their diggings and flocked to 
fresher fields of gold in its free 
state. The mining deyelopment in 
the South hud not yet recovered 
from the setback due to this exodus 
when the Civil War broke out and 
stopped all work. Since then gold- 
mining in; the South has been 
desultory, the successive discoveri- 
es ha,' the Western States and 
Alaska having kept the attention 
of the mining class away from the 
Southern field. 

A revival of interest in Southern 
mining properties is now setting in. 
The refractory ore which disheart- 
ened the miner of a half century 
ago can by lately invented pro- 
cesses be compelled to yield its 
treasure. The chlorination and 
cyanide processes are little known 
in this part of the country. In a 
few instances the chlorination 
process has been tried, and, so far 
as we have been able to learn in all 
of these instances it is a success. 

The wealth of the Appalachian 
gold fields is practically immeas- 
urable, and there can be no doubt 
that for practical mining and 
milling men who will bring into 
service in this region modern 
methods of treating the ores a rich 
reward is in store. The Southern 
Railway traverses the entire length 
of the gold belt, and from its lines 
any point of interest to the mining 
man can be easily reached. — 
Washington r D. C, Southern 
Field.

A Happy Discovery. 

The, map. recently published ip 
the Atlanta Constitution, .and 
which expjajns the report of Mr. 
McCallie, the Geologist who assist- 
ed Prof, Yeates in his report on 
the minerals of Georgia, shows 
plainly and conclusively that what- 
ever gold mines they may have 
over in Hail county, they are in no 
wise connected with the Geolog- 
ical formation which goes to 
make up the "Dahlonega Gold 
Belt." The gold mines south of the 
Chattahoochee river don't even dip 
in the direction of our mines. For 
aught we know they -may be as 
good or better mines than we have ; 
but it is a great consolation to the 
average Lumpkin county gold mi- 
ner to know that our mines are in 
no wise related to the gold mines 
lying to the South of us. People 
who own gold mines in the neigh- 
borhood of Gainesyille will plea 
take notice of the facts contained 
in the aforesaid Geological map, 
and not undertake to sell their 
mines on the repetation of the rich- 
of the mines in Lumpkin 
county. Hereafter they will 
please "shinney on their own side" 
of the line. Our Gainesville co- 
temporaries will hereafter please 
refrain from saying that certain 
mimes which are actually located 
on the l>ahlonega Belt are in the 
vicinity of Gainesville. 15,0 more 
Hall county mines will be sold 
hereafter on the idea that they are 
on the Dahlonega Belt. And 
should any of. these Hall county 
mines actually "peter out," as they 
sometimes do,, let the blame- fall on 
the Gainesville Beit, which may be 
rich in diamonds,, and "things like 
that," but for gold:— but why say 
anything more on this line,, the 
publication of the Geological Ke 
port of the State Geologist has res- 
cued the "Dahlonega Belt" from a 
world of blame. But what about 
Yeates? Won't the Hall county 
owners of "rich mines" jump on 
Yeates, and have him removed 
next winter when the legislature 
meets ?

Gold in Georgia. 

The paper read before the In- 
ternational Gold Mining Con von 
tion in Denver, Col, July 8 by 
Mr. S. W. McCallie, assistant state 
geologist, of Georgia, on the sub- 
ject of the gold deposits of Geor- 
gia, contained matter of interest 
to every citizen of the state. Aftei 
referring to the shadowy traditions 
as to the finding of gold in the 
Nacoochee Valley by Do Soto and 
his men, Mr. McCallie says the 
earliest authenticated account fixes 
the discovery in 1829 on Duke's 
Creek, White county. The gov- 
ernment established a mint at Dah- 
loneg in 1849, and during the fif- 
ties the output of the mines fluct- 
uated greatly, varying from $50,- 
000 to $500,000 a year. The gold 
deposits of Georgia, according to 
Mr. McCallie, belong to the Ap 
palachian fields, an auriferous belt 
extending from Nova Scotia to 
Alabama. The belt, which con- 
sists of highly metamorphic rock 
of unknown age. varies in width 
from ten to seventy-five miles 
These auriferous areas enter th 
northeastern corner of Georgi 
from the Carolinas and run in 
south-western direction to the A. hi 
bama line. The region traversed 
is more or less mountainous, and 
is well watered and heavily wood- 
ed. The streams a'-e often of 
sufficient power to operate stamp 
mills. The greater part of the 
gold found occurs in the two well- 
defii-d "Dahlonega" and "Hall 
County" belts. The counties in- 
cluded in the main area are Lump 
kin, Rabun, White, Dawson, Hall. 
Cobb, Paulding, Carroll, Lincoln, 
Columbia. Warren, McDuffie. 
Towns, Union, Fannin, Gilmer, 
Meriwether and Cherokee. The 
individual auriferous belts are gen 
erally made up of several veins 01 
ore bodies, running more or less 
parallel with each other, and con- 
forming in dip and strike to the 
country rock. They vary in thick 
ness from the fraction of an inch 
to a number of yards, and can often 
be followed along their outcrop 
ping for considerable distances. 



One of the most typical yeins may 
be 4 escl 'ibed as a series of ore 
shoots or chimneys united by 
quartz stringers. Anpther com- 
monly met with ^consists ,of tuba 
layers of quartz interlam mated 
with schists, haying sthe general 
appearance of a stratified deposit. 
A third layer, called the "blanket 
deposit," is made up of numerous, 
lens shaped layers of quartz im- 
bedded in schists" or gneisses. All 
these varieties of ore deposits 
sometimes occur in the same local- 
ity, as in the Dahlonega region, 
but, as a general rule, the deposits 
of each district are similar or pass 
gradually from one to the other. 
Mr. McCallie divides .the ores of 
the various deposits with, fr-ee pelt- 
ing and sulphurets, and says lh< 
rocks most frequently found in 
immediate contact with the ore de- 
posits consist of gneiss, njica-and- 
hornblende-schist, granite ajod di- 
orite. After describing the vari 
ous processes of mining in the 
district, Mr. McCallie encludes as 
follows: 

It is not at all likely that there will 
ever be discovered in Georgia large 
bodies of high-grade auriferous ores. 
Such ores hitherto found occur in 
email pockets in the main oreT-bodies 
and it is not prpbable that there will 
be found any very marked exception 
to this general rule. 

The future of the gold, mining 
industry of the state depends, to a 
great extent, in the economic treat- 
ment of low grade ores, which are 
known to exist in large quantities. 
The successful treatment of the 
nlphurets by the Creighton Mining 
and Milling Company has greatly 
stimulated prospecting for this el'ass 
of ores throughout the various gold 
belts. The results of this activity 
will lead, in a short time, doubtless, 
to the location of valuable deposits 
of sulphurets, and, finally to the 
erction of mining machinery. There 
can '<ie no question but that this cb 
of mining is perfectly legitimate and 
offers a- good 1 opportunity for invest- 
ments. However, no extensive outlay 
of money is advised until' the pros- 
pects are thoroughly examined by 
some competent mining engineer 
and the nature and extent of the ore 
bodies fully investigated. With such 
precautions, it is the writer's opinion 
that the gold mining industry ca 
be made as profitable as any othi 
legitimate business carried on. in the 

Besides the sulphuret, there' are 
large bodies of an vferous saprolites 
and other free milling ores of no less 
economic importance. This class of 
ore is especially abundant, and only 
needs to be- successfully treated, 
order to make it a source of profit. 

One of the greatest obstacles at 
present in the way of the develop- 
ment of the gold mining industry is 
the lack of sufficient capital to* carry 
on developments, and erect suitable 
mining machinery. One of the most 
important questions now for the 
consideration of the owners of go'd 

italists interested. This can only be 
done by showing up the actual value 
of the prospects and offering liberal 
inducements to investors- Ev 
opportunity should be presented to 
prospectors who are attempting 
secure facts concerning the ti 

iir gold deposits. Under

DIGEST COMPLETED. 

Lumpkin County's Real Es- 
tate Increases in Value. 

The digest of the present year 
for Lumpkin county has been com- 
pleted this week by tax receiver 
Grizzle and, . notwithstanding the 
number of acres of land returned 
is 485 less than last year, the in- 
crease in its value is $12,084 while 
there is a decrease in the value of 
other property leaving the aggre- 
gate increase over last year $10,- 
433. 

This failure of returning real es- 
tate seems to be on the part of the 
wild land owners mostly, although 
there has been an increase in its 
value. The wild land returns are 
made too low. This property 
is worth one dollar per acre on an 
everage. Really some of it cannot 
be purchased for less than five 
hundred dollars a lot.

.COTTON BAGS FOR FERTIUZKB§. 

Referring to several communications 
recently received we notice a growing 
ing demand ,pn the part of farmers; for 
cotton bags of 167 pounds capacity in- 
stead .of those at present used for sack- 
ing fertilizers. The cotton bag, besides 
adding another item to the long list of 
demands on our annual eottou crop, 
would hare several advantages over 
that now used. It is more durable; 
•hows and retains the brand more per- 
fectly; is easier to handle. If fertilizer 
dealers can consistently use the cotton 
•aoks, it w»U b.e a help to farmers, and 
we are now in correspondence with fer- 
tilizer men as to the feasibility and de, 
sirability of the change, from their 
standpoint. Another matter to which 
we would call attention is

greSu is stated as 1 pound to 2 of road 
dust or ashes and 5 pounds of flour or 
lime. It should read 1 pound of Paris 
geeen to 60 pounds of dust or ashes and 
6 pounds of flour or air slacked lime. 
The last ingredients are used to cause 
the mixture to stick to the plants. This 
is the season when the advantage of 
using insecticides and fuugicides be- 
comes powerfully apparent. The own- 
ers of orchards, vineyards and gardens, 
which have been judiciously Bprayed, 
are now enjoying a comparative immu- 
nity from the attacks of myriads of in- 
ieot and fungus enemies, which are prey- 
ing upon their neighbors' less carefully 
protected fields. It is a fact, however, 
that one neglected orchard iu a neigh- 
borhood of fruit growers beoomes a 
"rock of stumbling and offense," be- 
cause of the extra diligence required to 
bar the pests from the more carefully 
kept orchards. Among up-to-date fruit 
growers and gardeners, spraying ia in 
universal use, and is oae of the regu- 
larly calculated expenses. The mau 
who allows his fruit trees and vegeta- 
ble* to take care of themselves, with the 
exception of an occasional hurried i 
■working, is not only losing the best ™. I 
turns for his labor, but his careless] 
is a menace to his more successful 
neighbor. Farmers are reading 
and studying more on this and kindred 
subjects, and we trust to see the day 
when these precautious will be consid- 
ered as much a part of the fruit and 
garden industry as the planting of the 
trees or the sowing of the seeds. Spray- 
ing calendars, with full directions, may 
be obtained at almost any experiment 
station. One from the Ohio Experi- 
ment Station is arranged on a largo 
sheet, which may be tacked to the wall 
at any convenient place, and is then al- 
ways ready for reference. 

WORK FOR THIS MONTH 

is considered to have a powerful de- 
ciding influence on the yield of the 
crops. A carefully planned and exe- 
cuted spring and early summer cam- 
paign may be almost entirely marred by 
one injudicious plowing at this season. If 
we keep in mind that the object of plow- 
ing now is not so muoh to break the 
laud as to check incipient weeds and 
grass and to spread a thin mulch

ture and also promote the free access „. 
air to the shallow lying plant roots, we 
will not be apt to put the plow in too 
deep. Au inch is sufficient, and if the 
•wide cutting scrape or expanding culti- 
Tator is used, the work may be done 
very effectively and very rapidly. One 
thissg to be remembered is that differ- 
ent varieties of the same crop require 
different treatment. For instance, the 
late maturing, large growing varieties 
of cotton are not benefited by late 
work. The plowing in suoh fields should 
cease at the earliest practicable moment, 
because plowing promotes the very

The Mighty Cigarette. 

The crusade against the cigarette 
is still waging hot, and nearly all 
of the states in the Union have 
passed anti-cigarette laws. 

Below we print the Georgia law 
on the question: 

"If any person, by himself, 
agent or in any other way, shall 
furnish a minor with cigarettes, 
cigarette tobacco, cigarette paper, 
I or any substitute therefor, he shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor," 

But what is a law worth when 
by common consent it is violated 
with impunity? 

The cigarette is mightier than 
grand juries, city councils, college 
faculties, or even the Georgia Leg- 
islature. 

It will bo noticed the law uses 
the word "furnish," which does not 
merely mean te sell, but includes 
to give, loan, or buy as a proxy. 
And another point in the law is 
that the word "person" is used, 
which will not allow even a parent, 
a brother, a friend, to furnish a 
minor with these deadly poisonous 
things. — Barnesville Enterprise.

The storms of many win- 
ters have played upon it, and now its 
walls and foundations give notice 
that it hath borne its part, and must, 
like all earthly structures, give way. 
In removing to this new house of 
worship, when it shall be finisl 
many of us will carry sweet me 
ries of the old meeting house with 
us. There, many first gave their 
young hearts to Jesus; there inany 
found Jesus to be precious to their 
immortal souls, and to that dear and 
sacred spot many in other places, 
look back in memory where they 
spent the sweetest and pleasantest 
hours of their lives. The demands 
of the church required another 
house; one that would hold all the 
people who were likely to assemble 
within its walls, and when assembled 
they could be comfortable, at the 
same time where they might, as in 
the first church, worship the Lord in 
the beauty of Holiness. It is the 
desire of those who shall worship 
here that it prove to be "The church 
of the living God, the Pillar and 
ground of the truth."

COTTON. 

The very dry May permitted the farm- 
ers to clean their fields thoroughly of 
grass and weeds, and through June, 
where rains have fallen, the plants hare 
made a good growth, and are now look- 
ing well, As a rule the stand is fair, 
and there have been but few complaints 
of lice and other insect enemies. The 
rainfall has been deficient in some por- 
tions of the state, but in most localities 
there has been enough for cotton, whioh 
requires but little rain until fruiting 
commences. Taking into consideration 
all the questions affecting this crop, and 
the verdiet must be that at this date it 
is ill good condition and growing off 
well, but from ten days to two weeks 
later than an average crop. 



In many counties the rainfall has not 
been sufficient for the best development 
of this crop, though in but few places 
has this deficiency been sufficient to 
cause serious injury. The crop, how- 
ever, is just now at its critical stage, 
particularly in the lower half of the 
state, and frequent and abundant rains 
during July will be needed to insure 
an abundant yield. If our farmers 
would take more pains in preparing 
their corn land, by deeper plowing, etc., 
a good orop would be raised with much 
less rain than is now required. Snal- 
low breaking up of land forces the corn 
roots to feed near the surface, and then 
a very moderate drouth produces seri- 
ous results. 

WHEAT. 

This crop has been harvested and 
much of it threshed, with very satis- 
factory results, manv fields in North 
Georgia turning out from 20 to 30 bush- 
els per acre. The rust, which appeared 
in nearly every field during May, was 
confined as a rule to the blades and did 
no harm to the grain. 

OATS, ETC. 

Fall planted oats turned out well in 
every portion of the state, while spring 
oata were very disappointing. The acre- 
age of fall oats was not large, and the 
spring oats failing, the crop in total is a 

The minor crops are doing fairly well 
and there has been a large acreage of 
sweet potatoes planted. The stand of 
sugar cane is poor, but condition good. 

FRUITS. 

Watermelons are being shipped now 
in large quantities, but the orop is In- 
ferior both in quantity and in size of 
melons. I made the acreage 25 per cent 
short of an average crop in my last re- 
port, but I am satisfied it is even greater, 
and now estimate it to be at least 40 per 
cent leas than usual. The diminished 
acreage should cause good melons to 
bring high prices. The peach crop is 
short throughout the state, particularly 
at the large centers of this industry. 
The fortuuate growers who have made 
partial crops should get high prices. 
The grape crop is large and hastening 
to maturity, with no reports as yet of 
injury from any disease. Apples prom- 
ise a fair crop, while blackberries are 
abundant on every farm in the state. 

Many reports of cholera among hogs 
in every section of the state. With this 
exceptiou stock of all kinds are reported 
as healthy and in good condition. I 
have noticed that hog cholera is always 
more common in those years when a 
good deal of western corn is sold in the 
state, and I infer from this fact that 
much of the so-called oholera is simply 
the result of neglect and starvation. 



'FALL GRAIN. 

September is the usual month to sow 
the fall grain crops, but July is none 
too early to plan for them. A pea stub- 
ble furnishes an excellent foundation 
for wheat, oats or rye, and to be put in 
first class condition the stubble should 
be plowed under and the laud then har- 
rowed and reharrowed until the surface 
is fine and smooth. Of course, if this 
work is delayed until the last : 
it cannot be satisfactorily done. After 
crops are "laid by," the interval be- 
tween the making and gathering of the 
crops oannot be better employed than 
by making this thorough preparation 
for fall grains and grasses " 
sections it has been shown 
son clover sown in the cornfields _. . 
last plowing, is a most profitable and j 
convenient crop. Not only will the 
little plants spread and cover the soil 
with a dense growth and thus Drevent 
washing, but they will furnfsh our 
•took with a most aoceptable and nutri- 
green food in the late winter and 
early spring months, the time when it 
is most needed, and also they will in- 
dustriously gather up and deposit in 
the soil the fine nitrogen of the air, the 
most expensive and most generally 
needed element of plant growth. The 
humus formed from the stems and roots, 
after the clover is out, performs the im- 
portant office of binding together sandy 
soils which are too Dorous, or of loosening 
the stiffer clays, which have too great 
tenacity. Bye, in a smaller degree, 
perforins somewhat the same work. 
Those who have tried vetch consider it 
better than either rye or crimson clover. 
Of it the United States Department of 
Agriculture says as a forage plant it 
has no superior. Now is the time to 
study these different fall crops, decide 
whioh are most suited to our circum- 
stances and lose no time in getting 
ready for them.

Bronchitis In Shoats. 

Question.— I have several shoats, i 
good order, which seem to have i 
trouble in their throats. Thev have 
good appetites, but do not seem to di- 
gest their food and they cough and 
sneeze, particularlv when eating. What 
must I do for them ? 

Answer.— Your shoats are suffering 
with bronchitis, an irritation or inflam 
mation of the air passages of the lungs. 
This is caused by colds, just as in tl 
human being, and is not difficult I 
cure if treated promptly. Give each 
one a teaspoouful of spirits of turpen- 
tine iu their food daily for three days 
and rub their throats with any irritat- i 
ing liniment. If this does not effect a 
cure, mix equal parts of salt, sulphur 
and powder of juniper berries, and 
place in a trough or box where they can 
have free access to it. At the same 
time don't let them sleep in a dusty 
bed. — State Agricultural Department. 

Question.— Where can I get a full | 
description of the appearance, habit , 
etc., of the Colorado potato beet. ■? 
There is an insect on my farm which 
very closely resembles it, but it did not 
seem to care for the potato vines. Those I 
I saw were on nettles. Are there two ' 
kinds of this bug? 

Answer.— There are two beetles very 
closely resembling each other. Only an 
experienced eye can detect the differ- 
ence. The bogus beetles never attack 
potatoes, but are quite common on the 
horse nettle, white the real beetle at- 
tacks both, and also other plants, j 
among them the tomato. If you will I 
write to the Mississippi Experiment I 
Station you cau obtain their bulletin, 
No. 11, which will give you all the par- 
ticulars you ask for.

The Appalachian system of 
mountains extends from the west- 
ern border of Maine to Alabami 
running nearly parallel with the 
eastern coast of the United States 
and subdivided by the rivers cross- 
ing at intervals flowing into the 
Atlantic ocean. In new Hamp- 
shire are the White Mountains, of 
which Mt. Washington, the high 
est peak, is 6.28$ feet above the 
sea level. Of the Green Moun- 
tains in Vermont, Mt. Mansfield is 
4430 feet high. In New York Mt. 
Marcy, of the Adirondacks, reaches 
the height of 5467 feet. The Kir- 
tatinny in New Jersey is cut off 
from the Allcghanies of Pennsyl- 
vania at the Water Gap. 

That portion of the range lying 
in Maryland and Virginia is called 
the Blue Ridge, and that in North 
Carolina, Tennessee and Georgia, 
the Great Smoky mountains. Black 
Dome, in North Carolina is 6707 
feet high. Ever since the first set 
tlement of the country gold has 
been found in the mountain region 
of Virginia, North Carolina, Geor- 
and Alabama. The geological 
formation consists mostly of sand- 
stones, shales and limestones of the 
Silurian, Devonian and Carbonifer- 
ous periods. Above the water line 
the gold is found in veins of rotten 
or decomposed quax'tz varying in 
extent, and below that exist large 
quantities of sulphurets from which 
the precious metal can only be ex- 
tracted profitably by modern scien- 
tific processes. 

The United States government 
established a mint at Dahlonega 
Georgia, early in the "thirties,' 
and between 1837 and 1861 then 
was coined there over $6,000,000 
in gold, obtained by crude meth- 
ods from the neighboring states 
and vicinity. The ore was dug 
from the surface or quarried from 
the slopes of the ravines, but no 
anlbonafide mining was attempted 
I and when the depth of excavations 
rendered the hoisting by hand 
labor inconvenient and expeosiv 
the hole would be abandoned and 
an other working commenced. The 
land was laid off in forty-acre 
tracts and owned in fee simple by 
holders under government title, 
and some of these proprietors in a 
desultory and wasteful manner in- 
lulged in panning out the free gold 
mixed through the soil by the dis- 
integration of the quartz. In some 
few instances companies were or- 
ganized and stamp mills erected to 
crush the ore and extract the free 
gold, but no systemate and econ 
omical process was adopted and 
adhered to, and after the discovery 
of gold in California, the mint op- 
erations at Dahlonega were discon- 
tinued and the building and prem- 
ises donated to the State of Geor- 
Withm the last few years the 
low grade ores of Colorado, Dako- 
ta, Nevada and California have 
been profitably treated by the new- 
ly discovered chlorination process 
and interest has been revived in 
the Appalachian region. Capital- 
ists are buying tracts of land in 
North Carolina, Georgia and Ala- 
bama and putting up mills. 

The ores from open cuts and up 
per levels yield more free milling 
gold than those firm underground 
working below water line. The 
pulp formed by the slump machines 
usually has a brownish red color 
when working the surface ores and 
is bluish-gray when the refractory 
sulphurets are being crushed. 
These latter are now treated by 
the chlorination process, that is, 
roasted and exposed to chlorine 



to treat the sulphuret ores was the 
Halo in South Carolina. They 
had tried to run it in the old time 
way to extract the free gold only 
and found it didn't pay, therefore 
it was abandoned and lay idle for 
years, being considered worthless. 
When the cheap methods were in- 
troduced by tearing out the old 
worthless machinery and putting 
in concentrators to save sulphurets 
and fnrnaces to heat them, their 
twenty stamp mill was increased 
to sixty and the plant now pays 
well on ore that does not assay oyer 
$4 per ton in the crude state and 
concentrates only $30 per ton. In 
the ore found in the vicinity of 
Dahlonega, Georgia, concentrates 
run from $50 to $1100 per ton. 
Many plants that had been started 
and abandoned throughout the re- 
gion during the past are now beinsr 
renovated under expert superin- 
tendence and the results shown are 
encouraging. In the future as in 
the past numerous wild-cat com- 
panies will be gotten up for stock 
jobbing purposes. There is no 
doubt but the district known as 
the southern gold belt is as rich in 
the quantity of metal-bearing ore 
as the famed Rand region in South 
Africa. Already English specu- 
lators are securing options on large 
tracts of land and preparing to 
form a gigantic enterprise and 
float millions of dollars worth of 
stock on the London market. If 
fairly capitalized and squarely con- 
ducted by competent managers the 
venture might be a paying one, 
but the usual fate of investors h 
such schemes is to put in more 
than they ever take out, because 
careful, economical and honest 
methods are not pursued to reduce 
the cost of production to a mini- 
mum. Mean while intelligent and 
successful mining men have made 
moderate investments in lands in 
Northern Georgia and North Caro- 
ind are producing gold as 
they dig coal on pure business 
ncipies by keeping down ex- 
penses.

Louis and Milwaukee capitalists. 
Another syndicate is headed by 
Gen. Russell A.Alger. John F.

AsswjsR,— The greatest inoonia of the 
SQufch is -derived from cotton aiiA its 
products, graiu and its produots, rio?. 
sugar, tobacco, fruit, vegetables and 
the products of the pine tree. The 
■oath has also its stock farms, its man- 
factoring, mining, merchandising, 
building, transportation and other in- 
terests—bringing into the oountry about 
tl.300,000,0000 annually. Que prinotpal 
reason that the south receives so little, 
benefit from the. vast wealth is, that she 
spends it with, almost absolute unre- 
straint on other sections of our own 
country, and to., fill the coffers of for- 
eign nations. With perhaps a few un- 
important exceptions, the south is abso- 
lutely dependent on th» outside world 
for all of the following articles, in which 
she invests each year with lavish prodi- 
gality: ■ Paints; oils, - drugs, buggies, 
harness clocks,- -watches, china; glass, 
cutlery, carpets, curtains, stoves, wooUn 
and cotton- goods, buttons, needles, 
thread, soaos, perfumes and other toilet 
articles, gloves, dress goods, all kinds of' 
agricultural implements, chains, nails, 
clothing, furniture for our houses, build,

! answer.— The cotton, trade of Egypt 
is increasing very rapidly- The number 
of., pounds has nearly doubled since 
1 1879— the first year in which we had 
official, reports. In 187,9 Egypt exported 
270,060.813 pounds. The official report 
tor 1895 is the latest, and gives the 
amount as 521,497,463 pounds. The 
price has fallen steadily .from 14.95 cents 
in 1879 to 8.97 cents in 1895. Our first 
direct importation of Egyptian cotton 
was in 1884, and its us.<=t.hare has in- 
creased very rapidly. In,W96 we in, 
ported idisectly from Egypt 43,574.760 
pounds. This amount, added to that 
which was received through English 
channels, inoreased the total to about 
50.000,000 pounds, or about 100,000 bales 
I American cotton. In view of these 
facts our growers of Sea Island cotton 
have 1^1* much uneasiness. The presi- 
dent of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change, Hon. Q^avus Q. Hopkins, 
savs that Egypt^o cotton certainly 
does compete, with «5T Sea, Island o< 
long staple cotton, Georgia raises two- 
thirds of this latter crop, and W0 are of 
course directly interested in any move- 
ment whioh tends either- to increase or 
depress the price.— State-.
